
CON6IDEBINO APPEALS. 



KORTHIRN CIRCUIT STAKES. 



The Committee on Appeals of the American 
Turf CoDKresB was in session all Thursday 
afternoon at the office of the secretary, E. C. 
Hopper, en Madison Avenue, Covington. 

No important action was taken by the com- 
mittM. Its business was confined to cases 
bronght np on appeal from the rnlings of var- 
ions tracks in the west. 

H. D. (better known as Cnrley) Brown, the 
wall known starter and horseman, bad in an 
application for reinstatement, bat, as several 
important papers bearing on the case ware 
delayed in the mails, the committee postponed 
actiosi in the matter until all the evidence is in. 

There is nothing in Brown’s record to show 
that be has ever been connected with anything 
ahad y in the racing line. Broam’s case is one of 
the few on record where a man was ruled off for 
assault. Several jockeys had in petitions for 
hearing before the committee, but with little 
success. Willie Nutt, Harry Rutter and Clin 
ton Dugan, who were ruled off at Harlem, 
wanted tbs committee to raise the ban and pnt 
them back in good standing.. After considering 
the circumstances the committee decided to re 
fer all three of them back to the Chicago Jockey 
Club. Quite a big batch of owners had in ap- 
plications to be reinstated, and were successful 
in their efforts. They were the horsemen who 
raced at the Ohio State Fair at Columbus last 
ennimer, and afterwards suspended from racing 
OB the Turf Congress tracks, owing to the fact 
that the fair grounds track had night races and 
allowed outlawed horses to race there. The 
eommitles, however, decided not to reinstate 
the horses nor pnt back owners who failed to 
pnt in applications. 

The race horse R. Q. Ban was reinstated after 
being barred from the legitimate game for some 
time. The horse was supposed to have raced at 
an electric light track at St. Paul, Minn., but 
evidence produced showed that such was not 
the case. 

Willis Duffy, who formerly trained for Wood 
Ho ffman, the Circleville (Ohio) owner, was re- 
fused permission to follow bis calling — that of 
trainer— on the Turf Congress tracks, Duffy 
has been ruled off for several years, but in some 
manner secured a trainer’s license and was 
handling a stable of horses at Chicago when 
the attention of the Turf Congress was called to 
his case. 

William McGuigan bad np the case of jockey 
Morrison before the committee, but no action 
was taken in the matter. Morrison collected 
a certain amount of money due him > on a con- 
tract with McGuigan. McGuigan denied the 
claim, and the case came up before the late 
Judge Clark at Louisville. The committee re- 
fused to interfere with the ruling made by the 
Louisville officials. 

“Rube” Mjers, the Dayton (Ohio) owner, 
was an applicant for reinstatement. Myers 
was ruled off at the Chicago Jockey Club in 
September, 1898. The committee upheld the 
decision of the Jockey Club and refused to 
raise the ban on the Buckeye turfman. 

In defining Rnle No. 18 of the American Rac- 
ing Rules the committee decided that said rule 
aball apply to all persons and horses ruled off or 
expelled for any cause prior to January 1, 1900 
Buie No. 18 lofera to persons expelled for fraud 
or any other offense. Rule No, 172, in reference 
to contracts between jockeys and owners, shall 
sdso be in effect from January 1, 1900. 

The Committee on Appeals is composed of 
Colonel £. F. Clay, Lexington, Ky.; Judge 
George Perkins, Covington, Ey„ and George J. 
Long, Louisville, Ky. Colonel Clay noted ne

Secretary Parmer’s announcement of stakes 
for Highland Park, Fort Erie and Montreal 
will interest the owners who have been an- 
customsd to csmpaigning over the Northern 
Circuit. The list and conditions will be found 
in the advertising department of this issne. 
They are attractive and valuable. 

For Highland Park the Turf Congress Stakes, 
with $2,000 added, is the leading event. It is for 
three-year-olds at a mile and a sixteenth, $10 
entrance and $75 additional to start, penalties 
and allowances. Besides this valuable and im- 
portant stake are the Oakland Handicap, for 
three- 1 ear- olds and upward, one and one eighth 
miles; the Highland Park Stakes, for three- 
yea r-elds and upward, selling, seven furlongs, 
and t be Banner Stakes, for two-year-olds, four 
and a half furlongs, each of which is of the 
guaranteed value of $1,000. 

The Fort Erie Stakes are the Canadian Derby 
for three-year-olds, 1 1-4 miles, $2,000 guaran- 
teed; the Niagara Stakes for three- year-olds 
and upward, selling, 11-8 miles; the Swift 
Stakes for three-year-oids and upward, selling, 
6 1-2 fnrlongs; the Cascade Stakes for three- 
year-old fillies, and the Buffalo Stakes for two- 
year-olds, each $1,000 guaranteed. 

The stakes scheduled for Bel Air Park, Mon- 
treal, sre the Windsor Hotel Handicap, for 
three- year-olds and upward, one mile; the 
Forest and Stream Stakes, selling, for three- 
year-olds, one mile: the Place Vigor Hotel 
Stakes, for two-year-olds, one-half mile, and 
the Montreal Hunt Club Handicap Steeple- 
c base. The Bel Air stakes are uniformly of the 
guaranteed value of $1,000, 

One noticeable change is the omission of 
Windsor from the Northern Circuit and the 
substitution of an autumn meeting at Highland 
Park, which seems to be a change for the bet- 
ter. Entry blanks are ready at this office. 

REALIZATION ELIGIBLES. 



The Lawrence Realization, the most valuable 
thrse-year-old stake of tha American turf, was 
easily won last year by Ethelbsrt, and still more 
easily the year before by Hamburg. It may turn 
out differently this year. The number of eligi- 
bles that demonstrated in their two-year-old 
careers the poBsession of that measure of speed, 
staying power and weight-carrying ability 
which goes to make np the race horse of from 
good to high class is nnusually great, and at 
th is distance holds cut cheerful promise of a 
great race. Mesmerist, Chacornsc, David Gar- 
rick, Hie Royal Highness, Prince of Melbourne, 
Eillashandra, Standing, Rockton, Colonel 
Roosevelt, Brigadier, St. Finnan, Hanmock, 
Doublet, Gulden, Modrine, Pupil, Mayer Gil- 
roy, Reminder, Ildrim, Missionary, Windmere 
and Lamplighted are names that suggest rac- 
ing possibility for 1900 such as no other re- 
newal of this rich stake has presented. 

As a genuine test of merit, the Realization is 
pre-eminent. The distance, one mile and five 
furlongs, is a route that none but a colt pos- 
sessed of stamina can cegotiate succesefnlly, 
and the weights, 126 pounds for colts, 123 poands 
for geldings and 121 pounds for fillies, are up to 
the standard. There are non-winning and prod- 
uce all owaneea that have a tendency to reduce 
these weights somewhat, but tha extreme re- 
duction cannot exceed fifteen pounds in any 
case. 

This year the Coney Island Jockey Club adds 
$5,500 to the race, an increase of $500 ever the 
amount added last year. The extra $500 will go 
to the nominator, should a foal entry prove to 
be tha winner. Tha race will probably be run 
Khis year, as usual, on the Fourth of July. A
